THE GREAT KHUAREZM WAR. 


Bow the Tmrtar Horde* Overran Ferula 


and Turkey. 


In The St. Nicholas series of articles on 


"Hlirtorlo Dwarfs," by Mary Shears Rob- 
erts, there Is a paper on Cusan, who was 
in the service of the groat Genghis Khan. 
MM. Roberts says of the occurrence that 
led to the Tartar invasion of Europe: 


Genghis carried on his victorious battles 


toward the west until he reached the ter- 
ritories of thamlghty sultan of Kbuurezm. 
Here he halted, having no immediate de- 
Hire to go beyond these limits. Ho sent 
ocvoyi with presents and a peaceful mes- 
sage to Mohammed, the shah, and but for 
an unfortunate occurrence tha Mongol 
armies would probably never have entered 
Kuropo. 


Soon after the Interchange of civilities 


between the two sovereigns, some of the 
sultan'i subjects plundered a caravan of 
Tartar merchants, and Genghis demanded 
satisfaction for the outrage. 
Instead of 


giving up the chief offender, as Ocnghls 
required, tho shah beheaded the Mongol 
envoy and sent back his attendants with- 
out their boards. This was an Insult that 
must be avenged, and soon tho two em- 
pires began great preparations for war. 


The suite;; <*BS muster of many coun- 


tries, RUrtJlig which were Persia and much 
Qi-iinla. He collected an enormous army, 
but in ease of failure ho hud no other re- 
cruits to fall bnok upon. Genghis, with 
his ova-powering troops, rushed on all 
parts of Khuiiruzm at once. They swept 
from city to city, leaving nothing behind 
them but ashos iind ruins. 
The sultan's 


armies were almost always defeated. 
Mii- 


hainmud, driven from one extremity to 
another, csofipod to an Island In the Cas- 
pian sea, whero ho dlod In sickness and 
despair, leaving what remained of his em- 
pire to his son Jnlaluddln. Jalnluddln 
was brave and courageous, and did all 
that man could do to avenge his father's 
death and to prop up his tattering throne. 
Hemmed In by the loss of city after city, 
he was at lust driven to the bunks of tho 
Indus. Here was fought a desperate bat- 
tle. The Tartars, led by Genghis Khun in 
person (whom little Casun always follow- 
ed), far outnumbered tho Turks. 
The 


mighty army of tho sultun had been re- 
duced to a few hundred men, who fought 
with undaunted courage till forced to floe. 


Jalaluddln, knowing that all was lost. 


stripped himself of his armor, throw away 
all his arms save his bow, quiver and 
sword, and mounting a fresh 
hnrsu 


plunged Into tho river 80 feet below. With 
admiring gaze Genghis and Casan stood 
V4 atohlng tho fearless horseman. 


In tha middle of tho stream he turned 


and emptied his quiver in defiance of his 
enemy, and soon after was seen to mount 
the opposite hunk. 'He passed the night 
In a tree to keep clear of tho wild beasts. 
Genghis sent men to pursue him, but he 
escaped to Ifclhl. Ho uitmugcd to recruit 
ft few soldiers from tho beaten Turks, but 
his spirit was broken. He oould not en- 
dure exile, and after many misfortunes ho 
returned to his own country and died In 
obscurity. More than six centuries have 
passed away, and still the ravages of the 
great Khuarozm war have not been entire- 
ly repaired.

Ifvurd the Shot Fired and Saw the Pres- 
ident'* Bead Drop —Ho Also Saw the 
Tint Shot In the War. 


ITic Sun printed n letter from a Brook- 


lyn correspondent asking If The Sun had 
"ever beard ot or from anybody who at- 
tended tho thoatoi in Washington on the 
night that Abraham Lincoln was shot bo- 
8ld«i thosejyho bccamc^jjpro or le^ojl 
doi'tB of that night." 


1'he Sun haa rocol vod several letters from 


persons who were In Ford's theater on the 
night of Lincoln'gilSBUSBinntkra or know of 
others who wore there. 
One of those let- 


tew mild that Honry W. Jjewls of 84 Wol- 
coH street, Brooklyn, witnessed tho mur- 
der of the president. A Sun reporter wont 
to HCO Mr. Lewis. Mr. Lewis is 63 years 
old and Bonuiwhnt feeble In health, but has 
a vigorous memory. He recalls with lively 
interest the occurrences In Ford's theater 
on the night of April 14, 1883 
In hie 


younger days Mr. Lewis usod to be a soa- 
mon. 
By the timo ho wus 20 yoars old he 


had been around thu world. He saw the 
gold rush to Cnlifoniiu and that to Aus- 
tralia, which country he visited in 1850. 
In tho latter purt of tho civil war Mr. 
Lewis was employed on the government 
transport Constitution, which piled be- 
tween Washington and the Army of the 
Potomac in Virginia. 


On April 14 the Constitution reached 


Waxhlpgton from City Point, where she 
had delivered a ourgo of bread for the 
army. She brought buck part of tho Ninth 
corps to Washington. When sho reached 
town, the members of tho crow read that 
Lincoln and Grunt would attend Ford's 
thentor that night. 


"I hod often seen Lincoln," said Mr. 


Lewis, "but had never soon Grant, and I 
proposed to several of my mates to go to 
the theater to sou Qrantand the play, 'Our 
American Cousin.' We arrived at tbe 
theutor just before the performance was to 
begin. There were no scats to be hud, and 
we passed in on admission prices und stood 
up behind tho scats in the upper gallery. 
We watched tbe incidents of the night ea- 
gerly, and In tho third act of the play heard 
tho pistol shot that Booth fired. 
" Instantly there was much confusion. 


I think tho excitement in the gallery was 
as great an that in tho other parts of the 
theater, of which so much has boon writ- 
ten. 
There was a great commotion and a 


grwit craning of nooks. I remember dis- 
tinctly seeing Lincoln's head drop to his 
arm. 
Ho was unconscious, of course, and 


no (ino hod yot reached him. I also saw 
Booth jump to the stage and sink to tho 
floor on one knee. Wo could tell that ho 
was saying something just before he drag- 
ged himself off the stage. The noise in 
the place was that of a roar by this time. 
Those in tho gallery wore on their foot, 
jiiifl wo could see no more. 
A stampedn 


begun, auoh as I suppose occurs at a time 
of lire In a theater. To this day I do not 
know how I reached the street. I have 
obsolutely no recollection about It and 
never had. My mates also did not remem- 
ber how they got out. All we know was 
that wo wore swept out of the place and 
found tho street thronged. It was a sad 
night, and we were late in reaching our 
qilartorg. 


"Curiously enough, in all my work and 


on what few journeys I have made since, I 
huvti never met a man and never hoard of 
one except the otiicials who wore in Ford's 
theater on that night. Instead of there 
boing 1,000 persons present, as Tho Sun's 
correspondent suggested, there must have 
been 3,600. There was standing room 
only, and it is strange that so few of those 
present havo neon heard from. For years 
tho Incidents of that night came to me 
with a sense of horror. 
It wus a long 


time before I could shake it off." 


Mr. Lewis has another reminiscence that 


his friends have always liked to hear him 
toll. Ho saw tho first shot fired at the out- 
break of the civil war. 
It was in Charles- 


ton harbor on April 12, 1861, but he 
says It was not nt Fort Sumtcr. It was ut 
the i-oaster Nashville at 4:80 o'clock in tho 
-.«,ui*iijjg. 
A.AI. xjcmin v*«o ctjo Auuuuul, on 


the Nashville. Tho Union fleet, consisting 
of tho transport Baltic and tho warships 
Pawueo, Pocuhontjis and Harriot Lane, 
bad loft ^New York before the Nnshvillo, 
but tho Nashville passed thorn aiid arrived 
off the bar of Charleston harbor first. The 
Nashville, which belonged to a line run- 
ning boots between Charleston and New 
York regularly, and hud carried arms and! 
ammunition to tho southerners, resembled, 
the Harriot Lane in her size and rig, and, 
when she approached thu bar the southern^ 
era 1 bought she was the Harriot- Lane, 
They bad, been warned! that tho Harriet 
Lane was coining down. Tho famous bat- 
tery on Morris Island threw a shot at the, 
Nashytllft on this supposition, and thia 
oponi'ditheliostilitios in, Charleston harbor. 
The Khot fell half a mile from tho N<ish/< 
Killo. It was followed by another, which, 
aame within a quarter of a milo of tho. V;i's^ 
sol. Captain Murray, who commanded the 
Nashville, gave orders at once to retire 
from the bar. To have gone in would have 
been, Certain destruction. 


As the Nashville was, lenving the.boy 


the Harriet Lane hove in, sight. 
CuptaiQ 


' Murray didn't want the. captain, of the 
Lane tp examine his papers, and ho shout- 
e.d,to bis chief engineer, named Hood, to 
'.'shake, her np." The captain of the Lune 
saw what was going on and fired a blank 
shot as a warning to stop. The Naslivlllo 
went on. The Harriet Lane swung around 
broadside on and fired a solid shot. 


'•'Slop, her, Hood!" shouted Captain 


Murray to his chief engineer, and forth- 
with the Nashville came around. 


Tho captain of tho Harriet Lane simply 


asked some perfunctory questions, and 
both .ships lay off the bar and watched not 
only the first shot fired on Fort Sumter, 
but idso the entire bombardment of 86 
hours. On Sunday, April 14, the day of 
the evacuation of Fort Suratcr, the Nash- 
yille went into the harbor, and Mr. Lewis, 
with Captain Murray and others, rowed 
over to the fort. The only souvenir of the 
visit that Mr. Lewis has retained is a 
grapeshot with a dent in it that was fired 
against Fort Sumter from one of the rebel 
batteries in the harbor.—Now York Sun.

LANTERN SLIDES. 


The Simplest Way to Hake Them la by 


Contact Prlntlngr. 


Most young amateurs have MI idea that 


it requires a great dual uf skill to make 
lantern slides, but any ono who can make 
o, good negative can eoon lourn how to 
make a good lantern slide. 
The simplest 


way is by contact printing. Select » nega- 
tive free from spots, scnitelms or pin holes. 
It must have flno dotail in tlio shadows 
and no harsh contnisrs of light and shade. 
The regulation size .of a lantern slido is ',i% 
by 4; so choose u negative which will still 
make a good picture if (ill but tho poi'tum 
included in those dimensions is hlanknd 
out. Cover the part of the nagativo which 
is to bo blocked out with nocdlu paper, or 
paint it with nomictinio paint, applying it 
to tho glass sidool the negative. Tho nega- 
tive is placed in a printing frnmo, and 
then by a red light tho sliilc Is placed over 
the part to bo printed from, the film side 
toward the negative 


If one has a lantern the light of which is 


suitable for printing lantern slides, cover 
the negative, open the door of the luntern, 
and then, holding the printing frame about 
15 inches from the light, expose from 5 to 
20 seconds, according to the density- of the 
plate. A plate that prints quickly will 
need but 5 or 8 seconds, but a denser plate 
will require a much longer exposure, often 
as long us 80 seconds. 
Cover the plate as 


soon as it is printed, close the lantern, re- 
move the slide from the frame, and place 
it face up in the developing tniy. Turn 
the developer ovor it quickly, taking care 
that the whole surface of the plate is cover- 
ed imnietllately. Any developer that makes 
good negatives will muke good lantern 
slides. A weak devnloper is to be prefer- 
red to one which brings out tho image 
quickly. Develop till the detail is well 
out and wash and tlx the same as u nega- 
tive. 


As every imperfection in a plate is mag- 


nified many times when thrown on the 
screen, great caro must be taken in the de- 
veloping, fixing, washing and drying.

A Great Deal of Bed Tape Before 


Ceremony la Permitted. 


It is not, oven in those days of advanced 


hygiene, difficult to die, but in Franco, at 
least, it appears to be not very easy to he 
cremated. In fact, if a Frenchman wishes 
to givo his heirs, executors and assigns as 
much trouble as possible after he has de- 
parted this life, he could hardly do more 
than leave directions that his body should 
be disposed of in that manner. 


The following nro the formalities that 


have to be gono through before his wishes 
can be carried out: 1. A request on stamp- 
ed paper for leave to have the body ore- 
mated must be addressed to the mayor of 
the commune. 2. A certificate of death, 
also on stamped paper, must be got from 
tho medical attendant. 3. This certificate 
must be countersigned by t he commissioner 
of police. 4. A further certificate certify- 
ing the certificate of the medical attendants 
must bo phtaincd from the civil medical 
officer. 5. The next step is to go before tho 
mayor armed with the various certificates 
enumerated, to obtain the authorization of 
that functionary. 6. This authorization 
having boon obtained, it must be presented 
to tho prefect of police, who, after counter- 
signing it, delivers three certificates for 
the removal of the body—one for the may- 
or, ono for the poiTipes funobres (corre- 
sponding to undertakers) and one for the 
authorities of the Pere la Chaise cemetery. 
7. The prefecture of tho Seine must next 
bo visited to arrange as to the hour at 
which the cremation is to take place. 8. 
Next someone must go to tho burial office 
of tho commune to settle the details of tho 
funeral and to pay the bill. 9. On arriv- 
ing at the cemetery the authorization of 
tho mayor and the certificate of the prefect 
of police must bo presented to the keeper 
in his office. 
10. After the cremation has 


been carried out the representative of the 
deceased's family must again go to the 
keeper's office and pay the tax of 126 francs 
(:Bu).—British Medical Journal.

Touch Talk Failed. 


It was recently suggested that it would 


be a vast improvement of the existing 
method of teaching deaf mutes to talk 
merely by hand signs if a modification of 
the Morse telegraph code were applied to 
sign language.

The lack of powers of speech and hear- 


ing renders a deaf mute peculiarly sensi- 
tive, and out of this grows the most deep 
rooted jealousy. No sooner were two en- 
gaged in this secret conversation and an- 
other inmate happened to catch a glance 
of one of the party's eyes than the preen 
eyed monster took possession of the looker 
on, and the teacher was informed that So- 
and-so hud been " talking about me." An- 
other curious outcome of the innovation 
developed into an intolerable subversion 
of discipline. After the lights were ex- 
tinguished in (he dormitories the inmates, 
who formerly had nothing to do but go to 
Bleep, now could and did talk by touch, 
and they were enabled to run from bed to 
bed and curry on a silent conversation, oc- 
casionally breaking out into a laugh, 
Which discovered them. It finally became 
necessary to forbid the use of the alphabet 
under all circuitstnnccs, and the use of 
touch conversation wns decided a failure.

Put on the 
fire until the sugar is dissolved; then pour 
Into a covered jar, and let it remain for 19 
or 14 days. Strain again, pour into bottles 
and cork when the fermentation Is com- 
plete.
